□  BALLOON  BOOKMARK  AND  COIN  □ 

The  February  1936  issue  of  the  National  Geographic  Magazine  included  an  announcement 
of  the  availability  of  a  souvenir  of  the  stratosphere  flight  of  Explorer  II  on  November  11, 
1935.  The  balloon  was  retired  for  safety  reasons  after  the  inflations  The  Society  had  a 
portion  of  the  balloon  made  into  bookmarks  measuring  2Va  x  7  inches  A  design  and 

pertinent  data  were  printed  on  the  bookmarks  They  were  offered  free  to  members  by 
request  to  the  Society  in  1936. 

The  Dow  Chemical  Company  commemorated  the  flights  of  the  Explorer  and  Ex¬ 
plorer  II  by  issuing  a  coin  made  of  the  same  metal  used  for  fabrication  of  the  gondola 
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Variety  ooe  of  ibe  Colorado  dollars,  struct  on  a  plane  bet  Identical 
to  the  ooes  used  for  the  Pedley-Ryan  dollars.  This  piece  Is 
listed  as  HK-847  In  Hi  bier  &  Kappen’s  book  So-Called  Dollar*. 


Recent  advertisements  for  a 
one-ounce  silver  disc,  bearing 
an  imprint  of  the  outline  of  one 
of  several  states,  brings  to 
mind  an  earlier  venture  aimed 
at  associating  one-ounce  silver 
slugs  with  a  particular  state 
Back  in  1933.  during  the  very 
depth  of  the  Depression,  the 
Century  of  Progress  Exposition 
was  held  m  Chicago  Despite 
the  economic  conditions  of  the 
day.  32  states  planned  to 
participate  in  the  Exposition, 
but.  due  to  the  hard  times 
which  were  particularly  severe 
io  Colorado,  that  state's 
legislature  would  not  or  could 
not  appropriate  any  funds  to 
finance  a  display  at  the  Fair 
A  main  part  of  Colorado’s 
financial  problem  was  the  low 
pnee  then  current  for  silver 
bullion  Throughout  most  of  the 
early  years  of  the  1930’s  the 
market  price  of  silver 
fluctuated  between  27  and  30 
cents  an  ounce,  well  below  the 
•‘official"  pnee  of  $1.292929  per 
ounce  at  which  level  the  silver 
in  a  silver  dollar  was  worth 
exactly  one  dollar  in  gold 
At  these  prices  Colorado's 
many  silver  miners  could  not 
sell  their  bullion  and  still 
expect  to  make  a  profit  on 
operations,  not  even  to  the  Mint 
which  only  paid  the  current 
rate  and  not  the  “official"  one 
Therefore,  it  was  to  the 
advantage  of  the  business  and 
civic  leaders  of  Colorado  to  find 
some  way  to  promote  the 
general  usage  of  silver  and,  at 
the  same  time,  to  finance  a 
Cnin^jido  exhibit  at  the  World's 
.  m  Chicago  So  it  was  that 
somebody  conceived  the  idea 
of  selling  one-ounce  souvenir 
slugs  "commemorating"  the 
Fair 

The  idea  was  not  entirely  an 
original  one,  as  the 


Pedley-Ryan  Co.  of  Denver  had 
begun  selling  one-ounce  silver 
ingots  in  Denver 
approximately  one  month  * 
before,  but  the  promoters  of 
the  Colorado  tokens  were  to 
expand  upon  the  idea  as  Pedley 
and  Ryan  never  did.  For  one 
thing,  they  began  by  selling 
their  tokens  at  $1  each,  or  $1  25 
to  out-of-state  residents, 
whereas  the  Pedley-Ryan 
tokens  were  originally  offered 
at  three  for  a  dollar 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  earliest  Colorado  pieces 
were  struck  on  the  same 
planchets  as  the  Pedley-Ryan 
"dollars,"  the  Sachs-Lawlor 
Co.  of  Denver  preparing  the 
blanks  for  either  token  The 
planchets  are  distinctive  for 
their  very  rough  edge  and  for 
a  flat  nng  inside  the  rim  on 
one  side  of  the  blank,  caused 
by  the  underside  of  the  silver 
strip  stock  being  crushed 
against  the  backing  plate  of  the 
planchet  cutter  dunng  the 
blanking  process. 

Like  the  Pedley-Ryans.  the 
early  Colorado  "dollars”  were 
also  punched  with  an  incused 
design  on  either  side  rather 
than  being  struck  up  with  a  pair 
of  incused  dies,  as  was  the  case 
with  the  last  issue  of  either 
“authority.”  One  drawback  to 
such  a  means  of  striking  is  that 
the  metal  thrown  up  around  the 
characters  on  the  first  side 
struck  is  inevitably  flattened 
down  when  the  token  is  turned 
over  for  the  striking  of  the 
other  side,  simulating  wear 
where  none  is  actually  present 
The  design  of  the  first  type 
Colorado  dollar  is  rather 
simple  One  side  bears  the  state 
seal  with  COLORADO  above, 
all  within  a  circle,  with  A 
CENTURY  OF  PROGRESS 
and  •  SOUVENIR  •  within  an

outer  circle  The  other  side  has 
ONE  AVDP  OUNCE  FINE 
SILVER  curved  around 
SILVER/  WILL  RESTORE/ 
PROSPERITY/  TO/ 

COLORADO,  with  •  1933  • 
below,  all  within  an  outer 
circle. 

The  second  design  is  exactly 
like  the  first,  with  the  exception 
that  TO  COLORADO  was 
ground  off  of  the  punch  before 
it  was  used  to  strike  the  tokens*  ^ 
Presumably  this  was  remove ' 
because  the  backers  did  not 
want  to  seem  to  be  promoting 
only  the  good  of  Colorado,  but 

the  guod  of  the  nation  as 

whole 

Either  token  promises  the 
purchaser  one  avoirdupoi« 
ounce  of  fine,  or  pure,  silvei  • 
437.5  grains  worth  as  that 
measure  is  commonly  defined 
This  is  not  as  much  as  one 
would  expect  from  a  troy  ounce 
(480  0  grains)  as  silver  is 
usually  measured,  but  so  long 
as  the  contents  were  spelled  out 
in  this  manner  one  would  not 
expect  that  there  could  be  any 
misunderstanding  or 

misrepresentation 
However,  and  this  is  not 
generally  realized,  there  was 
serious  misrepresentation 
involved  in  these  first  two 
issues.  They  were  not  full 
weight,  the  two  specimens 
illustrated  here  weighing  426.9 
and  430.1  grams  respectively, 
and  they  were  not  made  up  of 
pure  silver,  consisting  instead 
of  merely  900  fine  silver. 

This  weight  can  be 
determined  by  direct 
observation,  although  the 
fineness  can  only  be  derived 
through  specific  gravity 
measurements.  Careful 
measurement  of  the  two  pieces 
revealed  them  both  to  have  a 
S.G.  of  10.28.  instead  of  the  10  49 
one  would  expect  for  999  fine 
silver.  For  comparison 
purposes.  900  fine  silver  has  a 
theoretical  SG  of  10.33, 
although  a  reading  as  low  as 
10  28  is  not  inconceivable  for 
this  alloy. 
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The  third  variety  ot  the  Colorado  dollars,  this  piece  Is  rather 
handsome  despite  Its  being  Incused.  HK-8M. 


Colorado  dollar  variety  two, 
Identical  to  variety  one  except 
lor  the  deletion  ol  the  words 
TO  COLORADO.  Note  the 
rough  rim  ol  the  un-p recessed 
plaocbet.  HK-848. 

To  check  these  figures,  a 
number  ol  Pedley-Ryan  tokens 
were  checked  for  weight  and 
specific  gravity  Seven  pieces 
were  examined,  and  were 
found  to  weigh  between  420.5 
and  437.2  grains,  average 
weight  427  8  grains.  Specific 
gravity  ol  the  seven  pieces 
ranged  from  10  28  to  10.31. 

Thus  we  can  assume  that  the 
first  two  varieties  of  the 
Colorado  dollar  and  all  but  the 
last  variety  of  the  Pedley-Ryan 
dollars  did  not  contain  one 
ounce  of  pure  silver,  or  even 
430  grains  worth  as  some  of 
the  Pedley-Ryan  pieces 
declared  Allowing  for  the 
(presumed)  10  percent  alloy 
included,  the  average  piece 
would  have  contained  only 
about  0.8  troy  ounce  of  pure 
silver,  far  less  than  the 
purchaser  had  been  led  to 
believe  was  included 
This  may  have  been  why  the 
Pedley-Ryan  movement  failed, 
with  less  than  1,000  pieces 
issued  instead  of  the  tens  of 
thousands  that  had  been 
dreamed  of.  It  may  also  have 
been  the  discovery  of  this 
deception  that  caused  the 
Colorado  backers  to  change 
their  planchets  and  their 
design,  and  to  me!',  some  of 
the  earlier  strikings 
The  third  issue  is 
superficially  like  the  second, 
although  the  legends  are 
greatly  changed  The  side  with 
the  Colorado  seal  now  has  ONE 
OUNCE  OF  PURE  SILVER 
above,  the  rest  of  the  design

lettering  on  this  side  is  now 
much  finer  than  before,  similar 
to  the  other  side. 

The  planchets  are  also 
significantly  different,  being 
39.5  MM  in  diameter  instead 
of  the  38.2  or  38.3  of  the  earlier 
blanks,  and  also  having  been 
polished  down  around  the  edge 
to  eliminate  the  roughness  of 
the  blanking  operation.  More 
important,  they  are  heavier,  a 
full  480  grains,  and  of  pure  or 
nearly  pure  silver,  with  a  SG 
of  10  49. 

Although  this  third  issue 
theoretically  could  have  been 
all  that  was  needed  to  satisfy 
the  purchasers,  a  fourth  issue 
almost  immediately  succeeded 
it.  This  fourth  issue  is  the  most 
distinctive  in  that  it  was  struck 
in  relief  from  engraved  dies. 

The  state  seal  was  enlarged 
somewhat,  with  COLORADO 
removed  to  the  bottom  of  the 
design  and  TRADE  MARK 
added  below  the  ribbon,  which 
reads  NIL  SINE  NUMINE. 
Three  five-pointed  stars  appear 
on  either  side  of  COLORADO, 
and  small  dots  separate  the 
words  of  the  declaration  of 
weight. 

The  other  side  features  a 
vignette  of  a  mining  scene 
representative  of  the  Pike’s 
Peak  area,  vaguely  similar  to 


the  design  used  on  the  Brasher 
dollars  of  1900-01  Beneath  this 
is  the  USE  SILVER  TO/ 
RESTORE/  PROSPERITY

This  piece  too  weighs  480 
grains  and  has  a  SG  of  10.49. 
The  edge  is  smooth  and  flat, 
the  token  having  been  struck 
in  a  collar  Both  sides  of  the 
piece  show  a  very  rough 
surface,  the  dies  having  been 
polished  with  a  very  coarse, 
gritty  substance  prior  to  use. 

Mintage  figures  of  these  four 
varieties  are  rather  vague,  and 
further  distorted  by  reported 
meltings.  It  is,  however, 
generally  accepted  that  only 
300  of  the  first  issue  were 
struck  and  released 

For  the  second  issue, 
however,  reports  range  from 
2,700  struck  as  reported  in  the 
March,  1933,  Numismatist  to 
2,000  struck  with  1300  melted 
as  reported  in  Hibler  & 
Kappen's  So-Called  Dollars. 
The  1933  report  did  suggest  that 
unsold  variety  two  dollars 
would  be  melted  down  for  use 
in  striking  variety  four  dollars, 
but  as  the  variety  two's  were 
of  the  inferior  .900  fine  silver 
it  is  possible  that  this  was  never 
earned  out.

Both  sources  agree  that  2.000 
pieces  of  the  third  issue  were 
struck,  and  that  an  unknown 
number  of  them  were  probably 
melted  down  for  use  m  the 
fourth  issue.  As  they  were  cf 
the  right  fineness  this  may 
indeed  have  taken  place,  but 
there  are  no  estimates 
available  of  how  many  may 
have  been  this  destroyed 
The  fourth  issue  is  said  to 
have  been  issued  in  the  amount

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THE  "OTHER"  TRINGOT 


by  Will  Ros  smart 


Orie  of  the  most  unusual  innovations  in  silver  art  was  the  Mount 


Everest  Mint's  production  of  the  TRINGOT,  or  triangular  ingot.  For 
Christmas  1974,  M . E . M .  produced  the  "Twelve  Days  of  Christmas"  in  the 
TRINGOT  form.  It  was  offered  in  a  deluxe  presentation  case  in  which 
the  TRINGOTS  were  laid  out  in  the  shape  of  a  Christmas  tree.  This  set 
is  pictured  on  page  173  of  the  guidebook.

In  1975,  the  Mount  Everest  Mint  succumbed  to  bankruptcy.  Many  are 
familiar  with  the  rarity  of  the  Wonder  Woman  arid  No.  325  (train)  bars, 
last  in  their  respective  series  and  caught  up  in  the  bankruptcy 
litigation.  In  the  end,  the  court  ruled  that  bars  would  be  struck  only 
for  those  customers  whose  subscriptions  were  paid  in  advance  of  the 
bankruptcy . 


Which  brings  us  to  the  "other"  TRINGOT.  In  my  reading  of  70's  medallic 
publications,  I  had  seen  an  offering  for  the  "Girl  with  Roses"  TRINGOT 
pictured  here.  I  did  not,  however,  see  it  offered  in  any  of  the 
secondary  market  catalogues,  nor  was  it  listed  in  the  guidebook.  My 
Initial  assumption  was  that  it  was  never  issued,  but  some  months 
later,  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  acquire  one  along  with  some  pertinent 
information.  "Girl  With  Roses"  was  in  the  advance  sales  stage  when  the 
bankruptcy  was  filed.  Several  distributors  had  placed  orders,  but  as 
with  Wonder  Woman  arid  No.  325,  only  the  few  prepaid  orders  were 
filled.  Because  it  is  a  single  issue  as  opposed  to  being  part  of  a 
set,  it’s  probably  a  reasonable  speculation  that  fewer  of  these 
TRINGOTs  were  issued  than  for  either  the  Wonder  Woman  or  No.  325  - 
it's  the  only  example  I've  seen  or  heard  of. 

After  the  bankruptcy,  the  Lincoln  Mint  acquired  most  of  M.E.M.'s 
equipment  and  dies.  The  Christmas  TRINGOTS  were  reproduced  in  sterling 
(as  were  the  trains).  There  is  no  record,  however,  of  Lincoln  pursuing 
the  other  issues,  Including  "Girl  With  Roses."  The  TRINGOT  did  not 
catch  on  with  any  other  mint,  probably  due  to  the  much  higher  cost  of 
producing  die  blanks  and  collars.  Still,  the  lucky  may  acquire 
examples  of  this  unusual  format  with  the  Christmas  set  or  -  perhaps  - 
the  "Girl  With  Roses." 


Unlisted  issues,  particularly  from  the  70's,  are  of  real  interest  to 
all  of  us.

The  issuance  of  a  gold  medal  commemo¬ 
rating  Michael  Jackson's  singing  tour  and 
the  presentation  of  a  gold  Japanese  "kabu- 
to"  (samurai  helmet  I  to  him  marked  Jack¬ 
son's  recent  visit  to  Japan 

Jackson  played  to  packed  audiences  in  his 
September  1987  tour  of  the  country  Part  of 
the  proceeds  from  the  tour  were  used  to 
mint  the  gold  piece,  with  sales  profits  being 
donated  to  UNESCO  for  the  education  of  illi¬ 
terate  children  of  the  world  The  money 
was  received  by  the  Japan  branch  of  the 
organization. 

The  gold  medal  was  designed  by  Yamaza- 
ki  Gold  Coin  Shop  in  Ginza,  then  minted  at 
the  Tanaka  Gold  Metal  Refinery  in  Tokyo 
Before  mintage  began,  Jackson  inspected 
the  portrait  design  to  see  if  it  was  to  the 
standard  he  wanted 

A  total  of  7,000  serially  numbered  Uncir¬ 
culated  gold  medals  were  issued,  each 
weighing  5  grams.  The  medals  are  com¬ 
posed  of  .750  fine  gold  and  have  a  plain 
edge  The  diameter  is  20  millimeters  and 
the  piece  retails  for  22,000  yen  (about  $169) 


Orders  were  accepted  by  post  card  reser¬ 
vation  for  those  unable  to  purchase  it  over 
the  counter  at  Yamazaki  after  its  Nov.  27, 
1987,  release.  By  Jan.  20,  all  7,000  pieces 
were  sold  out  The  medals  were  also  avail¬ 
able  from  the  Seibu,  Parco  and  Takashi¬ 
maya  department  stores 

The  obverse  carries  a  large  portrait  of 
Jackson  facing  right  with  LET'S  BE 
FRIENDS  at  the  top  and  MICHAEL  JACK-
